Rural  District  of  Bridlington, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1971, 

The  Registrar  General’s  figure  for  the  population  at  raid-year  1971 
was  8,560,  a decrease  of  310  compared  with  1970, 

There  were  95  live  births  and  96  deaths  during  the  year,  compared 
with  104  births  and  120  deaths  in  1970.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for 
the  district  of  13.0  per  thousand  population  is  lov/er  than  the  national 
rate  of  16,0  per  thousand.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  9,4  per  thousand 
population  compares  favourably  with  the  national  figure. 

The  causes  of  death  follow  the  expected  pattern  with  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  circulation,  and  cancer  predominating.  More  than  one 
third  of  the  deaths  were  due  to  two  diseases  known  to  be  associated  with 
cigarette  smoking,  namely  lung  cancer  and  ischaemic  heart  disease.  There 
were  two  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

No  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  sufficiently  prevalent  to 
merit  special  mention. 

Steady  improvement  in  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district 
continued  during  the  year.  Considerable  progress  has  been  made  on  the 
plans  for  improving  the  sewage  disposal  facilities  in  the  village  of 
Flamborougho 

Water  continued  to  be  supplied  by  the  East  Yorkshire  (Wolds  Area) 

Water  Board  and  was  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

In  presenting  this  report,  may  I express  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of 
the  Department  for  their  work  and  help  during  the  year,  and  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  constant 
interest  and  support.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1971 

Tos  The  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  Council. 

Councillor  tlrs.  Cross  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  1971  far  your  consideration,  the  composition 
of  which  makes  me  aware  of  the  shortcomings,  frustration  and  difficulties 
of  the  year's  work. 

The  last  six  months  were  extremely  difficult  and  notable  by  the  need  to 
cope  with  the  total  volume  of  work  with  its  transfer  of  emphasis  from  the 
Public  Health  side  with  depleted  staff.  Public  health  work  was  of  necessity 
confined  to  basic  essentials,  normal  activities  being  completely  disrupted 
with  reference  to  routine  work. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  I do  not  submit  the  usual  summary  of  visits  as 
they  would  not  be  representative  of  the  hard  work  put  in  by  staff. 

Sir.VERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Maintenance  of  the  various  works  continues  to  be  carried  out  with  competence 
and  to  a high  standard  by  the  Council's  staff  and  follows  accepted  patterns, 
with  predictable  sample  results. 

Development  in  the  area  by  new  building  has  been  accelerated  by  the  appear- 
ance of  the  speculative  builder  and  their  activities  have  accentuated  the 
deteriorating  position  at  some  of  the  treatment  works. 

Skipsea  Area  Disposal  Works 

Normal  population  discharges  present  no  treatment  problems.  At  week-ends 
in  mid-season  and  at  peak  holiday  weeks,  flows  in  excess  of  designed 
capacities  are  experienced  and  the  final  effluent  does  not  comply  with 
standards  set  down  for  these  works. 

It  is  clear  that  at  a fairly  early  date  some  remedial  work  will  be 
necessary.  The  village  is  attracting  development  which  may  v/ell  require 
to  be  phased  to  remedial  works, 

Flamborough 

The  Council's  proposals  have  been  completed  and  submitted  to  the  Department 
of  the  Environment  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  department's  engineering 
officers  will  be  dealing  with  the  proposals  early  1972, 
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Bempton 


The  village  is  receiving  the  attentions  of  the  speculative  developer  and 
it  is  clear  that  these  works  cannot  be  expected  to  cope  with  additional 
loads*  Considerable  expansion  and  renewal  of  plant  is  necessary, 

Rudston  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

Further  expansion  of  the  village  is  necessary  before  the  provision  of 
works  to  serve  all  the  village  is  required.  The  maintenance  of  the 
existing  works  is  difficult  and  dependent  on  good  weather  conditions 
for  access  with  mobile  equipment. 

Height on 

The  Reighton  contract  has  been  completed  within  the  contract  period  and 
the  works  are  in  operation.  Some  difficulties  have  been  experienced  with 
complaints  of  smells  from  the  sewers.  These  would  appear  to  be  associated 
mth  discharge  rates  in  the  rising  main  and  minimal  flows  from  Speeton 
village.  It  is  not  anticipated  they  will  be  too  difficult  to  rectify, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AI'D  DISPOSAL 


A weekly  collection  is  maintained  throughout  the  year,  the  service  during 
holiday  period  is  maintainable  by  transfer  of  labour  from  other  sections 
of  the  Council's  services  and  requires  considerable  overtime  working, 

A work  study  exercise  has  been  started  with  a view  to  the  introduction  of 
a bonus  scheme.  The  ordering  of  a new  vehicle  has  been  delayed  pending 
further  information  as  to  its  suitability. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  introduction  of  a bonus  scheme  will  not  have 
any  effect  on  the  quality  of  service  given  by  the  operatives,  for  which 
they  are  held  in  hi^  regard  by  the  residents  of  the  district. 

Disposal 

Flamborough  tip  is  now  full  and  has  been  sealed  off, 

Bempton  tip  has  an  effective  life  of  some  15  months,  after  which  it  will 
be  necessary  to  bring  the  Burton  Fleming  tip  into  use  again, 

FOOD  AND  MEAT  INSPECTION 


The  two  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  continue  in  operation.  The 
quality  of  the  carcase  meat  sold  is  high.  Inspection  of  animals 
slaughtered  is  100%,
